But his grandson antf ex- 
ecutor has carefully preserved it in the double form 
of print and fac-simile, in the edition which he has 
published of his writings, and there it stands an un- 
answerable testimonial to posterity, that in the roll , 
of American Abolitionists, first and foremost after 
the name of George Washington, is that of Thomas 
Jefferton.
